On Gas Contract 


‘Selectmen cannot Direct’ 


In a written opinion received in 
the Town Hall yesterday, Town 
Counsel Philip Buzzell ruled that 
the Board of ‘Selectmen have no 
authority to direct the Town Ma- 
nager ‘not to approve or counter- 
sign’ a contract for the construc~ 
tion of the new West Intermediate 
School if the contract provides for 
the heating of the school by gas.’ 

The Town Manager was so di~ 
rected a week ago by the Selectmen, 

There was one phrase in the 
direction of the Selectmen that did 
not appear in the Town Counsel’s 
letter, namely; ‘without first talk- 
ing about it with the Board of Sel- 
ectmen’. 

Buzzell in his letter reviewed 
the. vote of the Town Meeting of 
October 5, 1964 and noted that the 
Permanent Building Committee 
was authoritzed ‘to enter intocon- 
tracts and to do all things that are 
necessary for construction....said 
intermediate school.’ 

He told the Town Manager that 
‘your duty and authority as far as 
approval and counter-signature of 
such a contract is concerned are 
found in paragraphs (f) and (g) of 
our Town Manager act. This duty 
and authority, being imposed and 
conferred on you directly by stat-

THE SELECTMEN ROASTED GERRY 


The Selectmen’s Meeting, Monday night, was no- 
table for the fact that TM Gerry Bouchard was roasted 

For the first time in perhaps five years Select- 
men stood up and asserted themselves, and the pri- 
viliges of their office - actual or imagined, 

They wanted information, and they told, - they 
ordered, the Town Manager to supply it. The people 
who were acting most forcefully were Bender and 
Niles, but in the sequence of events it was mild 
mannered Rene LaRivee who seconded the motion, 
and then repeated it for the benefit of the clerk. 
And it was Niles, LaRivee and Mrs Drew who voted 
for it, ; 

Like so many roosters the Selectmen stood up 
and crowed, and TM Gerry had to recognize a fact. 
The fact is that the Board of Selectmen are not just 
another committee, but the principal committee in 
the Town of Wilmington, 

It was a trouble which had been brewing for a 
long time, with Lloyd Bender the man who had felt 
it most keenly. 

Selectmen, like other human beings, resent not 
being informed of things which they consider to be 
their business, 

Gerry, it may be observed, is a fine admini- 
strator, but he has a weakness in his inability to, 
at least part of the time, get along with committees, 
Perhaps Gerry just doesn’t like a lot of talk, and 
some committees are very prone to do just that. 

Other Town Managers of Wilmington had, in 
general, kept the Selectmen informed on the day to 
day events of the town. Some were fairly voluminous 
in their reports, and others were brief, 

Gerry was briefest of all, k took a motion by 
Lloyd Bender, last year, to get even committee re- 
ports collected, and these were stored on a shelf 
behind the Town Manager’s desk, 

That didn’t tell the Selectmen the things they 
wanted to know, although Gerry seems to feel that 
the reports being available, the Selectmen could look 
at them at any time, 

In March the Selectmen voted that the Town 
Manager should compile the information, ona monthly 

basis. As things turned out, they gave Gerry five 
weeks to do this, 

Gerry was really flip, when he gave his excuse 
Monday night. He waved his handatthe shelf, and as 
much as said ‘If you want the information, there it 
isl’. 

Compounding this was another series of incidents 

Gerrv had. in the past. appointed people to var-

Last December, on a motion by then Selectman 
John Brooks, the Selectmen told Gerry that they 
should be notified about appointments before they 
were made, 

s Gerry didn’t pay too much attention to that one, 
either, 

Then, several weeks ago, he appointed Mrs. 
Mary Denault to be Town Treasurer. Gerry had 
told the Chairman about this, several days before 
the appointment, but somehow there was a gap in the 
communications, for no other Selectman knew, 

The first time they learned was last Thursday 
night, It seemed to some of them, at least, that the 
appointment had been made only the previous Tuesday 
-that is, after Gerry had returned from Michigan, 
and after he knew that he was to be named Manager 
of Port Huron. 

From last Thursday until Monday there were 
Selectmen who were doing a slow burn, They kept 
their mouths shut, Mrs, Drew, the chairman, did 
not suspect a thing.
